REPORT   OF  THE 

of  ^rltonls. 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Norridgewock : 

During  the  year  of  1909  many  needed  reforms  have  been  inaug- 
urated by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools.  These  reforms  have 
been  along  lines  suggested  by  legislation  passed  last  winter  at  Au- 
gusta. A  most  important  feature  of  this  work  is  that  which  puts 
the  State  department  in  closer  touch  with  the  work  of  the  schools 
throughout  the  State.  Owing  to  this  more  detailed  supervision  it 
has  been  necessary  for  us  to  change  our  courses  to  some  extent. 

The  former  high  grade  of  our  schools  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
our  courses  with  some  slight  changes  have  met  with  the  approval  of 
State  Superintendent  Smith.  In  order,  however,  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements necessary  to  place  our  High  School  in  "Class  A  "of  Stan- 
dard High  Schools  and  thereby  receive  a  larger  amount  of  money 
from  the  State  for  the  coming  year  considerable  physical  apparatus 
had  to  be  bought.  Owing  to  this  and  the  fact  that  the  appropria- 
tion was  cut  down  last  year  the  schools  have  had  to  do  without 
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many  books  which  they  have  needed— a  considerable  number  of  ar- 
ithmetics, geographies  and  readers  are  imperatively  needed. 

It  seemed  wise  to  meet  the  requirements  and  place  our  High 
School  in  "Class  A"  for  two  reasons;  one  is  that  if  we  are  to  have 
a  high  school,  we  certainly  want  one  worthy  of  the  name  and  one 
which  will  rank  well  with  other  schools;  the  other  is  that  we  can  re- 
ceive an  additional  $250  from  the  State  without  further  taxation 
of  the  town. 

The  Grammar  and  Intermediate  schools  have  been  very  crowd- 
ed much  of  the  year,  but  we  are  able  to  accommodate  all  of  the  pu- 
pils just  at  present.  As  matters  now  stand,  however,  it  seems  as  if 
the  town  must  provide  more  school-room  within  a  very  short  time. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  most  of  the  country  schools 
although  in  some  cases  we  have  been  obliged  to  change  teachers  of- 
tener  than  is  desirable  for  the  good  of  the  schools.  The  teachers 
have  shown  a  commendable  desire  for  improvement  and  ready  at 
all  times  to  adopt  the  suggestions  of  the  Superintendent. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  financial  report  of  the  common  schools 
that  the  amount  available  is  not  enough  to  meet  the  teachers'  salar- 
ies due  up  to  March  1.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  conveyance  has 
been  more  expensive  this  year  in  some  cases  and  that  the  appropri- 
ation was  cut  $350  at  the  last  annual  meeting.  The  school  board 
did  not  think  that  the  settled  policy  of  the  town  as  to  length  of  the 
school  year  and  quality  of  teachers  should  be  changed  and  the  re- 
sults prove  the  wisdom  of  their  course.  Under  the  law  that  went 
into  effect  January  1,  1910,  the  town  will  receive  mere  money  from 
the  State  for  the  coming  year.  This  additional  money  will  take  off 
the  small  deficiency  above  noted  and  allow  the  schools  to  be  run  a- 
long  the  same  lines  as  heretofore.  In  fact  the  additional  sum  will 
be  sufficient  to  allow  the  common  school  appropriation  to  be  reduc- 
ed to  quite  an  extent  and  still  accomplish  the  desired  results.

School  Department, 

Report  of  Superintendent, 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norridgewock : 

The  work  accomplished  in  the  schools  during  the  past  year 
has  been  quite  satisfactory,  the  pupils  making  very  good  progress 
and  the  teachers  being  conscientious  and  willing.  The  most  unsat- 
isfactory matter  in  regard  to  the  rural  schools  is  the  large  number 
of  them  and  the  very  small  number  of  pupils  in  several  of  the 
schools.  The  cost  of  running  a  small  school  is  great  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  pupils.  If  the  town  owned  suitable  vehicles,  cover- 
ed during  inclement  weather,  it  would  be  much  better  to  transport 
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the  pupils  from  at  least  four  of  these  schools  than  to  continue  the 
present  arrangement.  The  Frederic  and  Oak  Hill  schools  could  be 
united  with  good  results,  proper  transportation  being  furnished. 

If  all  of  the  schools  are  continued  considerable  repairing 
should  be  done  on  several  of  the  schoolhouses.  New  seats  are 
greatly  needed  in  the  High  School  room,  nearly  all  of  the  desks 
being  too  low  for  the  pupils  and  the  seats  being  unsteady,  slanting 
and  badly  dilapidated.  These  old  desks  have  been  in  the  room  for 
many  years. 

The  amount  of  work  required  of  the  superintendent  is  al- 
together disproportionate  to  the  salary  provided.  This  year  there 
have  been  ten  rural  schools  to  visit.  This  means  that  sixty  (60) 
visits  must  be  made  to  those  schools  to  comply  with  the  law.  Un- 
less the  superintendent  keeps  a  team  for  the  purpose,  which  would 
mean  an  expense  of  more  than  the  total  salary  received,  this  calls 
for  an  outlay  of  sixty  dollars  for  team  hire,  leaving  forty  dollars 
for  making  these  sixty  visits  besides  the  thirty-six  (36)  more  re- 
quired in  the  village  schools,  not  to  mention  the  constant  care  of 
other  work  connected  with  the  office.  As  a  matter  of  fact  your 
present  superintendent  walked  to  many  of  the  schools  during  the 
past  year  so  that  the  actual  expense  of  team  hire  was  $36. 

Some  changes  should  be  made  in  the  text  books,  particularly 
the  language  books  and  I  would  recommend  that  three  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  be  raised  for  school  books  and  supplies.

Report  of  the  Superintendent, 

To  the  People  of  Norridgewock : — 

The  progress  of  the  pupils  in  our  schools  during  the  past 
year  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  the  work  of  the  teachers 
commendable. 

Last  spring  we  placed  the  wages  of  the  rural  teachers  on  a 
standard  basis,  paying  the  unexperienced  teacher  a  dollar  a  week 
less  than  the  experienced  teacher,  and  graduates  of  Normal  School 
a  dollar  a  week  more  than  those  who  have  not  had  Normal  train- 
ing.   This  has  increased  the  efficiency  of  our  teaching  system. 

The  High  School,  the  Grammar  School  and  the  rural  schools 
are  small.  Several  of  the  rural  schools  should  be  combined  or 
transported  to  the  village.  The  transportation  problem  has  not 
yet  been  solved.  Considerable  expense  might  be  saved  if  some  of 
these  combinations  could  be  brought  about.  The  High  and  Gram- 
mar Schools  are  small  for  the  same  reason.  There  are  a  consider- 
able number  of  pupils  who  stop  going  to  school  on  their  fifteenth 
birthday.    This  is  particularly  true  of  the  rural  children. 

Our  High  School  is  a  Grade  "A"  High  School.  This  means 
that  the  work  of  our  High  School  is  equal  to  that  of  any  other 
High  School  in  the  State.  The  advantages  of  a  High  School 
course  are  many,  and  we  wish  that  more  of  our  boys  and  girl* 
might  enjoy  them.  The  courses  of  study  are  growing  more  andj 
more  practical  every  year. 


Some  changes  are  needed  in  the  textbooks  and  wornout  cop- 
ies must  be  replaced.  Several  of  the  schoolhouses  must  be  repair- 
ed and  I  hope  the  seats  in  the  High  School  may  be  replaced  by 
new,  hygienic  ones  during  the  coming  year.  Accordingly  I  have 
recommended  that  the  same  sums  be  raised  by  the  town  as  was 
done  last  year  for  Textbooks  &  Supplies,  and  Repairs.

Greeting:— 

In  the  name  of  the  state  of  Maine,  you  are  hereby  required  to 
notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  town,  qualified  by  law  to 
vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Grange  Hall,  in  said  town,  on 
Monday  the  fourth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1912,  at  one  o'clock  in  the 


p  oration  located  on  the  Sandy  River,  in  the  town  of  Norridgewock. 

Thirty-third.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  or  set  apart 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  claying  of  the  road  between  the  Fairfield 
town  line  and  the  house  of  E.  H.  Tobey,  or  a  part  of  same,  and 

pass  all  necessary  votes  relating  to  the  same. 

Thirty-fourth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  frame  and 
adopt  a  by-law  to  prevent  automobiles,  teams  and  drivers  thereof 
from  crossing  the  covered  bridge,  at  a  rate  of  speed  faster  than  a 
walk,  and  pass  all  necessary  votes  respecting  the  same. 

Thirty-fifth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  elect  three  fire  wards  to 
have  charge  of  the  fire  department  and  perform  such  duties  as  are 
required  of  them  by  statute. 

Thirty-sixth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  a  deed  from  John 
T.  Welch  of  a  piece  of  land  near  the  bridge  on  Main  Street  <m 
which  to  build  a  central  fire  station. 

Thirty-seventh.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  central  fire  station  on  the 
Welch  lot  and  two  more  reservoirs  similar  to  those  now  on  Main 
Street,  provided  the  citizens  of  the  village  contribute  an  equal  sum 
to  see  if  the  town  will  accept  such  sums  as  may  be  contributed  by 
the  citizens  of  the  village  for  that  purpose;  and  to  pass  all  neces- 
sary votes  relative  to  the  building  and  care  of  such  fire  station. 

Thirty-eighth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  locate  the  fire  engine  in 
the  basement  of  the  primary  school  building  and  make  such  en- 
largement and  do  such  piping  from  the  Mill  Stream  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, and  raise  whatever  sum  may  be  needed  for  the  purpose. 

Thirty-ninth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  construct  a  dirt  and 
plank  sidewalk  from  the  railroad  crossing  on  Main  Street,  along 
the  southerly  side  of  the  railroad  track,  across  the  Mill  Stream  to 
Mechanic  Street,  to  avoid  danger  of  accident  to  travelers  on  foot^ 
and  appropriate  the  expense  of  same  from  the  sidewalk  funds. 

Fortieth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  assessors 
to  abate  the  entire  tax  of  F.  F.  Storer,  for  the  year  1911,  amount 
to  thirty-two  dollars  and  forty-six  cents,  ($32.46).
